A Mosr remarkable vessel has beon designed 
by Signor Ganiberti, and atyled’by him a 


torpedo-hunter  (caceia-torpediniere). The 
length of this fresh addition to naval archi- 
tecture, which is tv becf 600 tons. burthen, 
is to be 47 motres (254'16 feet), its groatcat 
breadth 7 metres (22:06 feot), its draught 
of water 4 uictres (13°L2 feat), Lhe engines 
of the vessel aro to be of 7,000 indicated 
horse-power, and to propel it at an avorage 
spoad ef 28 nautical miles per hour. The 
ahip is to be provided with: sixteen boilers, 
ench 4 metres long. The cvat bunkers are 
to he of a capacity to enable the vessel to 
proceed at full speed for thirty-six hours, 
accomplishing in that time a, distance of 600 
miles, If travelling at a moderate speed, 
the atore of coal will last for eight days, and 
suffice for a run of 2,500 miles. The arm- 
ament of the torpedo-hunter is to consist 
of two 24-ton yuns,-placed at the bow and 
stern reavectively, aud turning in o radius 
of 260 degrees, liesides forty 4-barrelled 
Nordenfelt mitrailleuses. Tho ship is to be 
puilt entirely of steel, aud to be provided 
with aram. The hullis to be divided into 
twelve compartinents, and ite sides protected 
by armour 59 millimetres (45 inch) thick. 
The sides of the compartmouts aro further 
protected by a backing of patunt fuel, con- 
tsined in: bunkers placed round the ship, 
After tho consumption of the’ fuel, water 
will be let inte the empty bunkers. The 
veasel is to ba manned by a crew numbering 
100. As will bo seen from its name, the 
caccia.torpedliniera is intended to bunt and 
fundown torpedo-boats. The greatest apoed 
hitherto attained by the latter is 22 miles 
an hour, and that only for a short time. 
The torpedy-hunter would thus overtake 
tho quickest craft afloat, and destroy it 
either by means of ‘its formidable artillery 
oritsram. This ingeniously designed vessel 
marks another step in advange in ship con- 
struction,.and is well worth the study of 
naval arehitects.—Iron.
